his ſtead. The ſtewards oz the bailies, 

fall ſ& all the buyings, and all the ſel 
lings which the baily oz pꝛouoſt ſhall 
make, foꝛ to ouerſe that they bee well 
done, and to the p2ofit of the Lozv. And 
the ſteward and baylies which do kepe

On the other 
part, the bailife ought to loke ſo well 
about it, that they doe well: and if they 
doe not well, let them be rebuked, and 
toʒrected foz it.

ſhall goe on. And wil you ſ&,how much 
the hozſe coſteth mote then the ore, the 
ſame J will tell you : It is alwapes ac 
cuſtomed, that thoſe beaſfes which dog 
ſerueabout the plongh, doe lie in af the 
manger , betwixt Saint Lukesfeaſft,x 
holy croſſe - feaſt in Pap , during twen⸗ 
tie fine werkes: and pet the hoꝛſe muſt 
be well kept to doe his dates tourney, he 
mult haue oates by night, the ſixt parte 
of a buſhell of oates eſtœmed at a halle⸗ 
penie, hee muſt haue at the leaſt twelue 
ſheaues of graſſe in Summer time eus⸗ 
ry werke, ſome hoꝛſes moꝛe and ſome 
leſſe, of one penie the burthen. Concer- 
ning o ſhowing, ik they be ſhowed of al 
foure fete, the ſumme rifeth to twelue 
ſhillings fiue pence halpenie hy the pere, 
beſides the fodder and the ſtrawe: and if 
the ore be in good liking to do his wozk, 
then it is needfull to allowe him at the 
leaſt, the ſheaues and a halfe of oates 
by the werke, rated at one penie, and in 
Summer ſeaſon twelne burdens of 
graſſe, rated at two ſhillinges and one

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penie beſides fodder and ſtraw, and ten 
ſheaues of oafes, doe anſwere a buſhel] 
dates heape meaſure.

When the 
land is ſowen , the harrow win come 
that ſhall rake all the ſerde on the hill 
which is betwene the furrowes, and the 
furrow which is large ſhall be diſco ue⸗ 
red, and there ſhall grow no coꝛne: and 
to ſhew you that it is ſo, when the coꝛne 
is bpon the ground, go to the head of the 
land, and loke on the cozne towardes 
the other head, and you ſhall ſee that the 
ſame which J tell you is true. 

Ik the ground be fo be ſowen bpon 
the furrow, ſe that it be tilled with litle 
farrows, and the ground ſo high as you

otherwayes but in their time: foz theſe 
two are two ſoꝛts of ground which fall 
to be hollow and great in ſhewe, but in 
the ſowing of them, let the landes bee 
ſomewhat wet. And when vour lands 
be ſowen: cavſe to ſcowze well the ma- 
riſh,and other wateriſh grounds, and 
cauſe the difches about them to be well 
clenſed, that thereby your land may be 
the ſoner dꝛied from the water. 

Cauſe to clenſe , and weede your 
coꝛne after Midſommer day, foz it is 
not god to do it afoꝛe. And if you do tut 
of the thiſtles, a foꝛte · night, oꝛ a ſeuen⸗ 
night befoze Midſommer day, of eache 
ſhall come two oz thee ; cauſe your 
coꝛne to be wiſely reaped and put in the

To make the pꝛolite of pour barne,

and your granetiers cauſe the ſame 
cozne to be truly caried, but meaſure of 
eight buſhels , one peckefc2 the waſte 
and decay , at the comming in, andat 
the going out of the barne: fo2 their is 
deceite in the heaping, as J will tell 
you. When the pꝛouoſt hath rendered 
account of the pzofit of the barne, then 
cauſe the buſhell to be pꝛoued where⸗ 
withall it was charged: and pou ſhall 
finds that foure heaped quarters, ſhall 
make the fift, a little moꝛe oz a little 
leſſe , and if the buſheil be narrower of 
fine quarters: this take, and ik it beg 


narrower of ſixe quarters, then taks 


the ſeuanth: and if it be yet narrower 
of the ſeuen quarters, then take the 
eight: and yet being narrower of eight 


quarters, take the ninth, and of each of 


them a litile, either a little moze 02 a 
little leſſe, accoꝛding to their bignefle : 


"Now ſome of theſe p2offes of meaſure 


will render a true account but with the 
ninth quarter, what buſhel ſoeuer it be, 
either bꝛoade o2 narrow will do it. And 
if the buſhell be bꝛoade there is a great 
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deteite, if the p2ofito of your barne an; 
ſwereth but to the thirde of your ſeede, 
you get nothing except the coꝛne be ve, 
rie well ſolde: you knowe well that an 
acre of lad which is ſowen with wheat, 
will baue thzee tillings, except thoſe 
lands the which are ſowen euerp pere, 
ſome moꝛe, ſome other leſle.

modde, & befoze the dꝛought of Parch, 

cauſe all your dungue to be heaped to⸗ 

gether, which is in the ſtables, in the 
yarde , and without . And when you 

minde to dungue your ground, and the 

ſame tocarie , you muft haue a man 
whom you truſt well,, that is faithful 
onto you, to follow pour cartes thefirſt 
dap, and if he ſeeth that they doe their 
wozke without feyning, ſee at the jour 
neyes ende howe much they hane done: 

and let them anſwere. ſo much enery 
day, ercept they may ſhewe ſome cer 
taine let. Your dungue which is min 
gled with earth, xou ſhall put vpon ſan⸗ 
die ground if you haue any, the cauſe 
wherefoze J will tell you. The Som: 
mer time is hote, and the dungue hote, 
and when the third heate is aſſembled 
to them, by the great heate they doe wi⸗ 
ther away alter midſommer day. The 
barley doth growe in a ſandie ground 
as you may well ſ& where pou goe in 
many places, On the Cuening,the land 
which is mingled with dungue, cauſeth 
the ſand to ware colde, and rayſeth vp 
deawe, 
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dea we, and therefoze that pour landes 
that are ſowen map b2ing foo2th the 
moꝛe, dungue them, and till them not 
to deepe , becanſe that the dungue is 
marred in turning in to depe. Now J 
will tell pou what aduantage pou ſhall 
haue by the ſtrawe which is mingled 
with the earth. Ik the dungue be but it 
ſelfe, it mayilaſt thꝛe peares, oꝛ there as 
boutes, accoꝛding as the land is either 
cold o2 hote. The dungue which is min⸗ 
gled with earth, doth laſt p double, but 
it ſhall not be ſo quicke: you know well 
that the marle.laſteth moꝛe then ſtraw, 
why ſo : Becauſe that the dungue was 
ſeth in turning it derpe info the earth, 
and the marte{in turning of it out of the 
earth, And why doeth the dungue min- 
gled with earth laſt longer then the 
pure dungue, I will teil it to pou. The 
dungue and the earth which are tilled 
together ſuſteyneth the ſtrawe that it 
waſtcth not in the turning in, though it 
ſhould waſte naturally. Therefoze J 
pꝛay you to cauſe dungue to be kept ac⸗ 
toꝛding to the abilitie. And your dungue 


which is ſcattered, and ſomwhat moiſt⸗ 


ned, 
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ned, is in ſeaſon god to be turned, toꝛ 
the ground and the dungue ſhall then 
take the better together. And if you put 
pour dungue bpon fallowes, it ſhall bee 
all at the ſtirring turned vnder the 
ground, t in ſowing time ſhalt come vp 
againe, with the mingled ground: and 
if it be put vp6 ſtirring in ſowing time, 
it ſhalbe turned the moꝛe vpõ the earth, 
and the iefſe mingled with the ground 
and that is not app2Oued : and the nes 
rer the dungue is tothe ſed it is better: 
at the feaſt of our Ladie , firſt cauſe to 
fatten pour dungue, acco2ding as vou 
haue of ſheepe, either moꝛe oz leſſe: foz 
they do in that ſcaſoncalf much fatning 
Wake once in the peare your pꝛoui- 
ſion, dꝛaw btweene Eaſter and Whit 
ſundap, to wit, pour oxen and kine, and 
other cattel which are not to be kept: let 
them be put to fatten to graſſe, and you 
ſhall gaine: and knowe the certvintie 
that then the wozft is better wozth 
then the beſt, Bow - J will tell it vou:

cattell leane, and god cheape: And be» 
foze your hozſes be too olde, oʒ tyꝛed, o2 
leane, oꝛ of (mall valonr, you may ſell 
them away in due leaſon, and then 
may you relieue pour ſelfe with god 
and yong.Yow ſtoze ſhould be kept it is 
god you ſhould know it, to make your 
ſeruãts wiſe:foz when they ſha! ſc that 
you know it.they ſhail indeuo tovoths 
better, 

The cattell foz the plough muſt 
haue paſture ſnffictent to doe their 
wozke, and that they be not laboured fo 
much vnder, when they ſhall come to 
the manger: loꝛ you ſhould beſtowe to 
much coſt to reſtoꝛe them, and ſo pour 
gaines ſhould be diminiſhed: put them 
in no houſes in rainie weather: foꝛ ſur- 

letting may come bet wirt the haire and 
the ſkin, which turneth to the great da⸗ 
mage of your tat tell: and if pour cattell 
haue thcir oꝛdinarie pꝛouender let it be 
giuẽ to thẽ by day light, at y ſight ol the 
hayward, oz of the pꝛouoſt, t * — 
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with a little ſtrawe of wheate, 62 of 


oates, and not of barley ſtraw , becanſe 
barley ſtrawe bath to many beards, 
which will offend the mouthes of the 
hozſes. And why doe you ſap ſo : by 
pꝛofe of the ſtraw J will tell it pou: be- 
cave it happeneth often that theues 
doe ſteale their pꝛouender, and the hoz- 
ſes doe cate ſtrawe better then the pꝛo⸗ 
uender, and doe fatten, and doe become 
better. And let not much fodder be gi- 
uen to the oxen at once, but litle at once 
and often, and then they eate it well, 
and wage little of it: and when there 
is greater quantitie befoze them, they 
doe cate their bellies full, then they doe 
lie downe, and doe gnawe, and with the 
blowing of their bꝛeath, doe beginne to 
hate and to waſte it. And let the cattell 
be kept cleane, and when they be dꝛie 
carrie them, foꝛ that doth them god: 
and let the oxen be curried with a wiſps 
the dap, and they hall licke themſelues 
the better. Let your kine haue ſafficient 
paſture, leaſt they giue the leſſe milk. 
And when the ore calfe is calued, let 
him haue his milke one whole * 
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af the moneths ende take from him a 
dugge, and enery weke one dugge, the 
hall he ſucke eight weekes, and lay fod 
befoze him that he map learne to eafe ; 
and let the cowe-calfe bee at her milke 
the werkes: at the thze werkes ende 
take away from her all the other dugs, 
is from the oxe - calfe, and let them haus 
water and fode befoze them , be they 
within the houſe oz without: foz many 
doe die on the ground of the diſeaſe of 
the lights,fo2 lacke of water. Beides 
that, if there be any oxe which begins 
to be out offlefh , beſfowe ſome colt to 
ſuſteine him: foz it is truely ſapde, that 
the penie is well beſtowed that bzing- 
eth in two pence. Ir your kine be feeble, 
picke them out, and thoſe that be not 
good, put them away, And if pour kine 
be fed in paſture of ſalf mariſh ground, 
then ought two kine to anſwere a ſtone 
of cheeſe , and halfe a gallon of butter 
by the werke: and if they be fedde in pa- 
ture of wod,o2 in medows, after mow⸗ 
ing time, oꝛ in ſtubble, then mulk th2& 
bine anſwere by the weeke, one fone of 
theeſe , and halfe a gallon of butter : 
betweene 
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betwene Caſter + Pichaelmaſſe with, 


out any replie of ſecond hay between 


Eaſter and Pichaelmaſſe, and twentie 
bearing ſhepe, which are fed in paſture 
ol ſaltmariſh ground, muſt and may 

well anſwere both of cheeſe and butter 
euen ſo as the kine afozeſaid. And if 
pour ſheepe be fed with freſh paſture 4 
of fallowes,thirty bearing ſhepe ought 
to anſwer of butter and cheeſe, euen ſo 
as the kine afoꝛe mẽtioned. Now there 
be many great pꝛouoſts and ſuruepoꝛs, 
the which will gainſap this thing, and 
the reaſõ wherfo2e they do it is becauſe 
that they do eat, giue c waſte the white- 
meat: and know ye, that foz to ſee if the 
whitemeatc is not ſpent, no2 otherwiſe 
waſted, except about the thing afozeſatd 
pour kine # ſhepe may be ſo much the 
better,4 ought to anſwere the p2ofes a 
fozeſaid:wil pou ſee it in them how thꝛa 
kine muſt make a fone of che&ſe : the

Vour other Sowes ſhall 
you cauſe to bee gelded ik they doe not 
pigge:then ſhal you haue bacon made 
o them, euen as god as of the hog. In 


winter muſt you feed them y they nn 
no 
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not, and that they may be well able tg 
pigge : in th;& monethes they neede to 
be kept with god fode, fo witte, in Fe, 
bzuarie, Parch and Apꝛill, and tha 
times in the peare, muſt pour ſowes 
farrow pigges, except it be though ill 
kKleping. A nourthment in ſwine is 
to haue a long inoꝛning, and to lpe dꝛie.

See that your ſherpeheard be not to 
haſtie, fo2 by haſtineſte cattell may be 
to villainoully dꝛiuen, that thereby they 
may happen to periſh, When ſheepe do 
goe a feeding, and the ſhepeheardis a- 
mongſt them to haſtie, and dzining the 
ſhepe to hallilp, then is that a token 
that he is not gentle to his ſhepe.
